WHERE IS THE FOUNDATION 


If the foundations be destroyed, 
what can the righteous do? Ps. 
11-3. 


What time is it? We may ask., 
One man looks at his new 
Bulova and says 9:15, another 
looks at his Timex and says, no 
it is 9:20, another looks at his 
Hamilton and says you are both 
off it is just, 9:18. Now that is 
to complicate the matter and 
illustrate a point. Suppose there 
is a watch maker in the crowd. 
He. proceeds to evaluate your 
different watches and then goes 
on to tell you how to make a 
watch. What have you 
accomplished? Nothing much. 
You might be able to make a 
watch but what good is it, if you 
have no sure standard to go by 
and set it. Every watch and 
clock in the world could be 
wrong. They have to be set by 
the time of the Universe itself, 
until every watch is corrected. It 
seems to me this is a parable of 
our times. There is for many 
people no recognized, ultimate 
standard, so everything is 
relative and they are confused. 


A well known leader was 
addressing a large audience of 
College and University students 
in the Nation’s Capital. He urged 


them to restore values to our 
society. When he had finished a 


student from one of the 
countries most respected 


‘question, “Sir upon what base 
do you build your values? He 


hesitated then replied with some 
__ embarrassment. T donot know” 
In recent yeare we have seen’ eo 


massive departure from the 


__ moral values we had become to 
take for granted. Why? We ask 


wringing our hands? The basic 
reason is, so many peonle have 
no basic reason for holding on to 
them. The basic reason for moral 
value has been questioned, 
sneered at, then discarded. 
Namely, belief in God, in his 
sovereignty and His revealed 
will. Take that away, and what 
do you have left, customs, and 
folk ways and again social 
pressures perhaps, but nothingto 
build upon. When any one looses 
his» reverence for the eternal 
God, he looses his spiritual 
moorings and comes to the 
surface. Society today is without 
bedrock convictions. Even the 
people who go to church seem 
to be lacking in such 
convictions. They have not been 
taught, their children are not 
being taught. There seems to be 
no vertical dimensions only 
horizontal, When you make man 
the center of everything there 
will be confusion and decay. 
When you replace faith in God’s 
revealed will, with mere human 
opinions, you take away the 
foundation and grease the skids 
for decline. The result is 
dis-integration, confusion, 
violence, drugs, alcoholism, 
despair and anarchy. The 
Psalmist cried, “‘if the 
foundations are destroyed, what 
can the righteous do? And more 
than seven hundred years before 
Christ, the princely prophet 
Isaiah faced a nation that had 
lost its foundations. National 
apostasy had led to national 
ruin, the people were confused 
their capital city was violated 
the prophet rebuked 
compromising leaders and spoke 
the Word of the Lord, ““Cry 
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Loud spare not, lift up your 
Voice like a trumpet, and shew 
my people their transgression, 
and the house of Jacob their 
siris.” There is the answer. The 
people had departed from their 
basic faith, the foundation of 
their values. So they departed 
from the values also, from God. 
There is the key to it all.
